2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
EP-523,273. ('273) 

Reference is made to page 6, line 19 through page 9, line 16 of the English 
translation of '273 and also to Figures 1-3 and 5. These portions of '273 teach a battery 
including a cover with a lower part and an upper part where there are present a plurality 
of mazes with cavities for acid deposition. The cover includes channel walls and ribs 
where the outlet channels are the areas 13 between the ribs 15 and the cut openings 
comprise release apertures 1 8 as set forth on page 8 of the translation as seen in 
Figure 1 of '273. 

Applicant's arguments have all been considered but are not deemed persuasive. 
Applicant's sole argument is that because a leak test is conducted on the battery in 
'273, the same cannot include through cut openings as claim 1 requires. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. As set forth in the previous paragraph, the battery in '273 
includes cut openings in the lower part, which openings are adjacent to the outlet 
channels. As set forth on page 8, lines 16-27, there are release apertures 18 (cut 
openings) in the cover of '273 through which gases flow.

It is true, as applicant has pointed out, that a leak test is conducted on the battery 
in '273. However, this does not negate the fact that there are the release apertures 18 
as set forth on page 8 of the translation of '273. Such test was conducted when the 
cover 5 is placed over the lower part and thus seals all of the space within the closed 
cover 5. This configuration still allows for gas passage through the release apertures 18 
as set forth on at least pages 5, 8 and 9 of the translation.
